Demands Cessation of Hostile Attacks on Legations and Go-Oper- 


ation of Imperial Government with the Allies for Protection 


of Ministers, as Evidence of Good Faith and For Order 


The news from China today is the capture of 


Yang Tsun by the allies, 1bis city was tie objective 
of the forces after tbe routing of tbe Chinese at Peit- 
sang. It is one-third of tbe way to Pekin. 
Tbe re- 


port of its capture contains no mention of figbimg or 
loss by allies and it may be presumed tbe city yielded 
without mucb resistance. 


Tbe text of tbe United States' note to tbe Chinese 


government is made public today. It is strong, 
though not an ultimatum, and calls on tbe imperial 
government to stop tbe firing on tbe legations and to 
co-operate with the relieving forces. 


It was believed tbe enemy 30,000 strong was in- 


trenched at Yang Tsun.

Washington, Aug. 9—The despatch sent to the-' 


Chinese government through Minister Wu is not in 
the form or nature of an ultimatum. It insists, 
however, that firing on the legations cease, and that 
the imperial government, if it desires to show its 
friendliness, shall co-operate with the relieving 
column. 


In this matter our government has proceeded on 


the assumption that the imperial government is will- 
ing to do all it can to aid in relieving the min- 
sters. 


Washington, August 9—The state dep artment this morning made tmbllc the 


following memorandum sent yesterday to the Chinese government through 


Minister Wu: 


"We are availing ourselves of the onportunity offered by t£e imperial edict 


of the 5th of August, allowing to foreign ministers free communication, with 
their respective governments in cipher and have sent a communication1 to 
Minister Conger tot which we await an answer. 
I 


"We have been already advised by him in a brief dispatch, received August 


7th, that imperial troops are firing dally upon the ministers in Pekin. 


"We demand the immediate cessation of hostile attacks by the imperial 


troops upon the legations and urge an exercise of every power and energy of 
the imperial government for the protection of the legations and all foreigners 


therein* 


"We are also adviseS j*y the same dispatch from Minister Conger that in his 


opinion, for the foreign ministers to leave peklE. as proposed in the edict of 
August 2 would be certain death. 


"In view of the fact that the imperial troops are now Bring upon the lega- 


tion*, and in view of the doubt expressed by the imperial government in its 
edict c-f August2d as to its power to re store order and secure absolute safety 
in Pekin, it is evident this apprehension is well founded, for if your govern- 
ment cannot project our ministers in Pekin, it will, presumptively, be unable 
to protect him upon a journey fnom Pekin to the coast, 


"We therefore urg-e upon the imperial government that it shall adont the 


course suggested ini the third clause of the letter of the president to his majesty 
the emperor of China, on July 23, 1900, and enter into communication with the 
relief xpwlition so that co-operation may be secured between them for the 
liberation of the legations, the protection of foreigners and the restoration of 
order. 


"Such an action on the part of the im perial government will be a satisfac- 


tory demonstration, of its friendliness and desire to attain these ends. 
(Signed) "Alvey A. Adoe, acting secretary department of state, Washington."

in the Pantheon here. 


The city was a mass of sombre deco- 


ratiton, giving Rome the asspearanee of 
being weighted down by de&p grief and 
sorrow. 


The funeral train, which left Monsea 


at 4.28 j>. m. yesterday, accompanied 
by the Duke of Acosta, Count Turin 
and Duke Oportov arrived here at 6.30 
a. m. today. 
Immediately after the 


funeral procession began to form. 


Early this morning1 10 non-commis- 


sioned officers carried the casket con- 
taining the remains of King1 Humbert 
from the funeral train to a large hall 
at the railroad station for transferment 
to the chai>ei. 


Absolution was given and then the 


body was taken to the Pantheon. 


An Immense crowd watched the cort- 


eg-e, bareheaded. 


King- Victor Emmanuel, headed the 


princeg following the remains. 


A battalion from eacn. division of the 


army, municipal officers and srovern- 
ment officials followed. 


A sudden movement in the crowd at 


one place as the king's carriage passed 
resulted in a panic in which 30 were in- 
jured and several crushed.

The authori- 
ties consider that the opening of com- 
munication wMk Minister Conger, there- 
fore, only pewtteAIy <x>mpUe» with the 
president's demati--.. With the tega- 
ttonens still under fire, the Chinese gov- 
ernment cannot be said to have removed 
"all dangers to their llTes and liberty," 
and, moreover, so far as known here, the 
imperial authorities of China have made 
Ro efforts to communicate and co- 
operate wltfc the relief expedition. 


The demand upon the Chinese govern- 


ment Is for square-toed compliance with 
thege conditions. There Is hope, grow- 
ing out of the fact that the Chinese gov- 
ernment has yielded partially, that when 
confronted with the firm position taken 
by th« United States it will be suf- 
ficiently impressed to make complete 
acquiescence. This government's de- 
termination, it is hoped, will show the 
Chinese government that the United 
Stat« is not to be trifled with, and will 
bring tha shifting, evasive authorities in 
Pekin to a. full realization of the situa- 
tion and the consequences of refusal. 


Minister Wu yesterday brought to th* 


state department tiie imperial edict re- 
moving- the restrictions from free com- 
munication with the ministers. He was 
plainly perturbed over Minister Conger's 
report that the legatloners were under 
fire, but still contended that his govern- 
ment was acting in good faith and pro- 
tested aguinst a misinterpretation of the 
situation. He pointed out the fact that 
the abKpnrv of artillery fire might indi- 
cate that thene were no regular troops 
engaged in the assault, and that the rifle 
fire spoken of by Mr. Conger simply 
might be the saving of disgruntled ir- 
regulars, who were engaged in guerilla 
tactics.

The number of persons 
employed in the weaving industry of 
Japan last year was 57,850 males and 
986,016 females, and the total estimat- 
ed production for 1896 was 96,187,235 
yen, 
including s>lk cloth amounting 


to 46,471,401 yen; 
silk and cotton 


amounting to 10,281,272 yen; cotton 
cloth amounting to 37,088,757 yen, the 
balance being hemp and sundries.—Dry 
Goods Economist.

gome Tale* That Have Been Told by 


Handwriting — Why a Clergyman 
Wn» Allowed to Accept a CiUl—A 
Story Tliut lleuda Like Romance. 


Occasionally we see in public prints 


that certain forgeries are so skillfully 
executed that even the owner of the 
name cannot toll whether his signature 
is forged or genuine. This is considered 
by bouie as indicating extraordinary skill 
ou the part of the forger and also that 
an expert's opinion in such a case must 
be of no value, since the owner of the 
name doesn't know his own handwriting. 
But tlicre is nothing uausual about either 
the skill displayed or the 
occurrence. 


Writers themselves tire usually unac- 
quainted w:lh those telltale minor char- 
acteristics which form the basis of ua 
export's opinion. 


The writer was a witness in a case 


some years ago in which some bankers 
and others were testifying as experts on 
the other side. 
As they claimed to be 


able to identify offhand the signature of 
the plaintiff the writer had the plaintiff 
write his own name several times, leaving 
spaces between. 
In these spaces the 


writer forged the plaintiff's name. 
In 


less than ten minutes the attorney asked 
the plaintiff which were his and which 
were forged—so that the opposing ex- 
perts might be properly cross examined 
—and the plaintiff, who but a few min- 
utes before had watchvd the writer forge 
his name, was unable to pick out his own 
signaturtg, with the ink on them scarce- 
ly dry. 


So much for knowing one's own hand- 


writing. 
1 The stories of many cases in the solv- 
ing of which handwriting has played a 
prominent part read like romances. 


A few years ago a committee from a 


church brought to the office of the writer 
several letters written and mailed on dif- 
ferent dates from various cities calling 
the pastor of their church to fields of 
greater usefulness—at larger salaries— 
each letter offering a few hundred dollars 
more than the preceding one. Upon the 
receipt of each call a committee meeting 
was held and the pastor's salary raised 
to meet the offer of the call. The fourth 
call within a year caused the committee 
to decide that they had reached their 
limit and also aroused suspicion. When 
the documents were brought to the writ- 
er's office, two Questions were asked—- 
first, are or are not the four letters in 
one handwriting, and, second, are they 
in the handwriting of the person 'who 
wrote the standards (afterward admitted 
to be the pastor) ? It was decided that all 
four "calls" were written by the same 
person and he the pastor. It was decid- 
ed to let him take the last call. 


I Billy Woodward, alias "Big Hawley," 
the prince of gamblers and blackmailers, 
who boasted on the witness stand that 
he wao "37 years old and had been ar- 
rested 87 times, but never convicted 
once," was convicted that time—the thir- 
ty-eighth—and by his handwriting. This 
conviction was for blackmail in endeav- 
oring to frighten a wealthy and honora- 
ble gentleman into" paying $100,000. 
Woodward always "played for large 
stakes," as he expressed it. He admit- 
ted that in three mouths he cheated his 
victims of over $1,000,000. Arrested 
time and time again, he wriggled out of 
the clutches of the law by various means 
—once on an alibi, proving that he was in 
jail in one town on the day he was 
charged with a robbery in another city. 


Several years ago the New York courts 


brought to light a story which equaled ia 
interest the tales of Dumas, Scott and 
Stevenson. A Boston newspaper writer 
and art critic of prominence and family, 
owing to the alleged discovery that he 
was using his paper to bull and bear the 
stocks in which be himself was speculat- 
ing at the same time, left Boston in 1854. 
He took with him $70,090 which another 
man claimed and quietly established him- 
self hi New York. 


By investment and speculation thia 


enug fortune grew to $1,000,000 or more. 
|Yet no oEe in New York knew that the 
"'Miser," as he was called, possessed 
enough to buy even the cheapest Bowery 
meal. He would hang around restaurants 
and eat scraps and leavings. Clothes lie 
never bought and was always dad in 
filthy rags. His one absorbing passion 
,was music, and it was the one thing for 
which he would spend meney. He would 
ibeg admission and try to induce well 
dressed anditors to pay his way in, but 
if these schemes failed, as a last resort, 
he would pay for the cheapest seat in the 
house. 


One cold day in ^he-middle of Decem- 


ber, 1885,' the "Miser" was run over by 
a cab. When be was token to the hospi- 
tal, it was found that he had no under- 
wear, no shirt, no vest, only the ragged' 
coat that he had worn for 20 years. He 
oegged to be taken "home." And such 
a home—a squalid garret! Here be died 
a few days later. 
' A lawyer produced an old power of at- 
torney given him by the "Miser." 
It 


was a document which gave absolute 
power to the attorney. 
This attorney 


claimed that the deceased had promised 
to leave all of his property to his "dear- 
est friend," naming the lawyer. He had 
witnesses to prove this, and claimed that 
the old miser's trunk had been rifled and 
a will leaving the property to him (the 
lawyer) stolen. 


A friend of the deceased remembered 


the "Miser" had left a bundle of papers, 
tied up in a large red bandanna hand- 
kerchief, in his care nearly 20 years be- 
fore. The package was taken from the 
safe, opened and found to contain nearly 
$400,000. 
The Metropolitan bank in- 


formed the authorities that it held $40,- 
000 more in the same name which had 
been idle nearly 20 years. A large amount 
in ready cash was found in the hair cov- 
ered trunk in the attic. 
It is not too 


mnch to suppose that he was worth from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 when he died. 


Upon this discovery the lawyer redou- 


bled his efforts, and the power of attor- 
ney was mainly relied on to prove his 
contentions. 
An eapert examination of 


the document brought to light that sev- 
eral Hoes had been added to it after it 
bad been signed, and those added h'nes 
mode it limited instead of unlimited, as it 
read originally.

Following Is the speech delivered 


by Mr. Bryan at Indianapolis to the 
committee which notified him of his 
Dominatoin for the presidency by the 
Democratic convention at 
Kansas 


City; 
Mr. Chairman and Members of the 


Notification Committee 


1 I shall, at an early day, and In a 
more formal manner, accept the nom- 
ination which you tender, and I shall 
lat that time discuss the various ques- 
tions covered by the Democratic plat- 
form. It may not be out of place, how- 
ever, to submit a few observations at 
this time upon the general character 
of the contest before us, and upon the 
Question which is declared to be of 
paramount importance in this 
cam- 


paign. 


When I say that the contest of 1900 


Is a contest between Democracy on 
the one hand and plutocracy on the 
other I do not mean to say that all our 
opponents have deliberately chosen to 
give to organized wealth a predominat- 
ing influence in the affairs of the gov- 
ernment, but I do assert that on the 
important issues of the day the Re- 
publican party is dominated by tliose 
influences which constantly tend toele- 
Tate pecuniary considerations and ig- 
nore human rights. In 1859 Lincoln 
said that the 'Republican party be- 
lieved in the man and the dollar, but 
that In case of conflict it believed in 
the man before the dollar. This is the 
proper relation which should exist be- 
tween the two. Man, the handiwork of 
Gad, comes first, money, the bandi- 
fftork of man, is of inferior importance. 
Man is the master, money the servant, 
but upon all important questions today 
EepubJican legislation tends to make 
money the master and man the' serv- 
ant. 


The maxim of Jefferson, "equal 
tights to all and special privileges to 
done," and the doctrine of Lincoln 
that this should be a government "of 
(the people, by the people and for the 
ipeople," are being disregarded, and 
the 
instrumentalities of government 


are being used to advance the inter- 
ests of those who are ta a position to 
eecure favors from the government 
The Democratic party is not making 
,\var upon the honest acquisition of 
(wealth; it has no desire to discourage 
industry, economy and thrift On the 
contrary, it gives to every citizen the 
greatest possible stimulus to honest 
toil when it promises him protection 
ta the enjoyment of the proceeds of 
fois labor. 
Property rights are most 


secure when human rights are respect- 
ed. Democracy strives for a civiliza- 
tion in T?h!eh every member of society 
iwill share according to bis merits. 


No one has a right to expect from 


society more than a fair compensation 
for the service which he renders to 
society. If he secures more it is at the 
expense of some one else. It is no in- 
justice to him to prevent bis doing in- 
justice to another. To him tvho would, 
either through class legislation or in 
the absence of necessary legislation, 
trespass upon the rights of another the 
Democratic party says, "Thou shalt 
cot." 


Against us are arrayed a compara- 


tively small, but politically and finan- 
cially 
powerful, number -who really 


profit by Republican policies, but with 
them are associated a large number 
•who, because of their attachment to 
their party name, are giving their sup- 
port to doctrines antagonistic to the 
former teachings of their own party. 
Republicans who used to advocate bi- 
metallism, now try to convince them- 
selves that the gold standard is good; 
Republicans who were formerly at- 
tached to the greenback are now seek- 
ing an excuse for givingnational bapks 
control of tbe nation's paper money; 
Republicans who used to boast that 
the Republican parly was paying off 
the national debt, are now looking for 
reasons to support a perpetual and in- 
creasing debt: Republicans who for- 
merely abhorred a trust, now beguile 
themselves with the delusion that there 
are good trusi^ and bad trusts, while 
in their minds the line between the 
two is becoming more and more ob- 
scure; Republicans who in times past 
congratulated the country upon the 
small expense of our standing army 
are now making light of the objections 
which are urged again stajarge in crease 
In the permanent military establish- 
ment; Republicans who gloried in our 
independencewhen the nation was less 
powerful now look with favor upon a 
foreign alliance; Republicans who three 
years ago who condemned "forcible an- 
nexation" as immoral and even crim- 
inal, are now sure that it is both im- 
moral and criminal to oppose forcible 
annexation.

the president finally laid befbro- the 
senate a treaty which recognized the 
Independence of Culm but provided for 
the cession of the Philippine islands 
to the United Stftts.s, the menace of Im- 
perialism became ' so apparent that 
many preferred to reject the traaty 
and risk die ills that might follow rath- 
er than tak«> the chance of correcting 
the errors itf the treaty by the ^de- 
pendent action of tills country. 


I was among the number of those 


who believed it better to ratify the 
treaty and end the war, release the vol- 
unteers, remove tbe excuse for war ex- 
penditures, and then give to the Phil- 
ippines the independence which might 
be forced from Spain by a new treaty. 
In view of the criticism which my ac- 
tion aroused in some quarters I take 
this occasion to restate tbe reasons 
given ar that thne. I thought it safer 
to trust the American peopla to give 
independence to tbe Filipinos than to 
trust the accomplishment of that pur- 
pose to diplomacy wth an unfriendly 
nation. Lincoln embodied an argument 
In the question when he asked: ''Can 
aliens make treaties easier than friends 
can make laws?" I believe that we are 
now la a better position to wage a suc- 
cessful contest against imperialism 
than we would have been had the 
treaty been rejected. With the treaty 
ratine*!, a clean cut Issue is presented 
between a government by consent and 
a government by force, and imperial- 
lets must bear the responsibility for all 
that happens until the question is set- 
tled. If the treaty bad been rejected 
the opponents of imperialism would 
have been held responsible for any in- 
ternational complications wbieh might 
have arisen before the ratification of 
another treaty. 


But whatever difference of opinion 


may have existed as to the best meth-1 
od of opposing the colonial policy there 
never was any difference as to the 
great Importance of the question, and 
there is no difference now as to the 
course to be pursued. The title of 
Spain being extinguished we were at 
liberty to deal with the Filipinos ac- 
cording to American principles. The 
Bacon resolution, Introduced a month 
before hostilities broke out at Manila, 
promised independence to the Filipinos 
on tbe same terms that itwaspromised 
to the Cubans. I supported this reso- 
lution and believe that its adoption 
prior to tbe breaking out of hostilities 
would have prevented bloodshed, and 
that its adoption at any subsequent 
time would have ended hostilities. 


A large standing army Is not only a 


pecuniary burden to the people and, 
If accompanied by compulsoiy service, 
a constant source of irritation, but it 
Is ertr a menace to a Republican 
form of government. The army is the 
personinVation of force, and militarism 
will inevitably change tbe ideals of the 
people and turn the thoughts of our 
youug men. from the arts of peace to 
th? science of war. 
The government 


which relies for its defense upon its 
citizens, is more likely to be just than 
one which has at call a large body of 
professional soldiers. A small stand- 
ing army and a well equipped and 
•well disciplined state militia are sufll- 
c-iept in ordinary times, and in an 
emergency the nation should in the 
future as in the past place its depend- 
ence upon the volunteers who come | 
from all occupations at their country's 
call and upturn to productive labor 
when their services are no longer re- , 
quired—men who fight when the coun- 
try needs fighters and work when the 
country needs worirers.

FOUND POISONED ANIMALS 


Hawley Farmer Suffers, and State 
Charge Arrested. Local Doctor Called 


Dr. A. A. McDonnell of this city has 


Just Investigated a peculiar case of 
animal poisoning in Hawley, on the 
Sears farm. He was called there about 
a week a^o, to examine a cow which 
had died a day or so before under 3>e- 
culiar circumstances. 
He found evi- 


dence that led him to believe the cow 
had been paisoned, and examined the 
stomach, where he found parts of un- 
digested potatoea Some of the con- 
tents of the stomach was sent awav 
for analysis, and answer was received 
two days ago that arsenic had been 
found in the stomach. 


The cow was turned out to pasture 


with others several weeks atro, and the 
fact that the jjotato was found in Its 
stomach indicated that some one had 
placed poisoned food In thep asturo. 
About a week before this another cow 
had died under the same peculiar con- 
ditions.

Chicago Dames in Foster haU recently, 
Hiss Katberine Davis gave a number 
of bills of fare at 30 cents a day for 
two persons, which, she said, had actu- 
ally been tested by married students 
attending the University of Chicago.

The household affairs were conducted 
under Miss Davis' careful direction, 
and the five persons lived comfortably 
at an actual outlay for food of 55 
cents each a week.

The flret letter which reached Hurt- 


•fard direct from the Peking missiona- 
ries was received recently by Mrs. Rob- 
erts of Hartford, wife of the Hev. Dr. 
James Roberts, says the New York 
Sun. 
The letter le doted Ta Shaq Yeha, 


about 75 miles north of Kalgan, June 
'IS, and says: 


"On June 0, Wednesday, Dr. Mur- 


,dock, Mr. Williams, Chin I and I left 
'Peking for Kalgan wltt two Utters and 
three mules. The Peking missionaries 
expected an attempt -would be made in 
a day or two to massacre them. The 
game day, or about that time, the Tung- 
Chow mission buildings were burned, 
and the missionaries took refuge In Pe- 
king in the Methodist compound. Tho 
day we left was burning hot, but we 
kept our litter doors shut almost all the 
iway to Kuan Shin and paid extra to 
avoid going past the Huang Chi Ting1. 
We had a very peaceful journey, but 
were not greeted cordially In tho inns 
except at Chi Ming I and Hsuan Hua 
EHi. 


"We arrived at Kalgan on Sunday. 


South'of Peking the country was in a 
state of war, and we were anxious for 
the missionaries of Kalgan. 
It had 


fbeen said that our houses were to be 
.burned by the Boxers that day or the 
day before, and great crowds of men 
and boys went out to see the smoke go 
up. We had to go through the crowds 
to get into the yard, and they yelled 
savagely. They tried to climb over the 
wall. My only comfort was that the 
men had empty hands, no sticks or 
swords, but that afternoon we had a 
consultation as to whether we should 
go to Urga or not In the evening an 
attack was made on our gate with 
stones, and another attack waa made 
to the night. 


"Our chief fear was not because of 


these local troubles, but because the 
government had ceased to protect for- 
eigners. The Wan Chuan yamen in 
Kalgan was unwilling. Mr. Robinson 
and, perhaps, Mr. Norman of the Eng- 
lish 8. P. (3. mission was (or were) 
murdered at Yuag Ching Hsien, mid- 
way between Peking and Tien-tsln, on 
June 2. Their chapel was called Tien 
Chu Tang (Obapel of the God of Heav- 
en), and the 600 Boxers who attacked | 
them may have thought they were | 
Roman Catholics. Tbisty foreign civil I 
engineers employed on the Pao-ting-fu 
railroad were attacked on their boats 
going to Tien-tsia and several wound- 
ed and at least one killed. 


"We heard in Peking on June 5 that 


seven or eight foreigners in Pao-ting-fu 
had been massacred. That day foreign 
guests of the United States legation 
were not allowed to buy tickets to go 
to Tien-tsin. 
Boxers were entering 


Peking every day with cartloads of 
guns. It is said that on June 6 the 
gates of Peking were closed, so that co 
one (or no foreigners) could go ia or 
out 


"In these circumstances do you won- 


der that we thought we could not hold 
the Kalgan property if attacked, aox" 
defend the Christians? The only alter- 
native was, to dismiss the schools, teil 
the servants and Christians to scatter 
and ourselves take refuge in a yamen. 
So we packed what we could that Sun- 
day night, June 10, and started Just 
before dawn (June 11) for the Tu Tung 
yamen. 
That is the biggest yamen 


in Kalgan, and it governs a large part 
of Mongolia, and my thought was that 
It could send us to the Russian consul i 


houue* would- be- burned, but tie could 
not take so mttcb into Mongolia aod 
was not allowed to store them in tbe 
yameu, so he hired another cart, haul- 
ed them to Yuen -?ao San and left them 
in Mr. Schapoff's o'are at 2 a. m. 


"All~ the Russians had gone to Klaka- 


ta ejjjc%i>tt,two or three men, who were 
planning kto start at once. The Lar- 
sons, Sod&boms' and Lundqnists were 
spending the toigbt^at 2u Ching Ten, 
80 11 from KaSgan, on the way to Hara 
Oso (&r perhaps Ui«ga). We have not 
seen them, But hear that Mr. Larson 
called here yesterday. We lunched at 
Tu Chlng Tsu and suffered from tho 
heat till we came up the Hanore hill, 
on the broad aud beautiful road juut 
being made. You never saw so great 
a change In any place. It beats the 
road in the Nankeu pass. We stopped 
and drank tea at some Mongol tents 
and reached theTou Tal official's house, 
where the taotai welcomed us cordial- 
ly. So we thought our troubles were 
at an end. For 60 hours or more we 
had not slept except In little naps. 


"We hnd one more scare. Yesterday 


afternoon the erh yeb's son, who haa 
charge of affairs In the absence of the 
esu yeh and erh yeh, came into our 
room full of wine and angry and told 
us we had come to the wrong place 
and that many of the Mongols are Box- 
ers. 
He would ordinarily be glad to 


receive us at his home, but could not 
do so when, we came from the yamen 
as refugees. He fumed awhile and be- 
came soberer, then spied my Winches- 
ter magazine shotgun, asked me to tell 
him all about it, seemed pleased and 
finally told us to go oa our journey the 
next day and ^fter spending a few 
days at Hara Oso one of us come and 
Inquire of him. Meanwhile he would 
consult his uncle, the ssu yeh and oth- 
ers and, If possible, help ua privately 
by writing letters and enable us to 
reach Urga. So we were both troubled 
and comforted. 


"Today we started for Erh Tal. The 


road led past here and he welcomed 
us cordially and told us to stay here 
today. So we have a good time to eat 
rest and write letters, for which, we 
are thankful. 
Mr. Larson has tea 


camels and three or four or five horses. 
He bought the camels at 50 taels (about 
$33) apiece for Mr. Campbell, Britisli 
vice consul at Shanghai, who was in- 
tending to make a journey to the north- 
cast corner of Mongolia, with Larson 
for Inltrpreter as well as colporteur. 
But public affairs may be BO urgent aa 
to prevent then? making the proposed 
journey. 


"We are having a very peaceful day, 


•nd Chang Ming and two other mea 
have Just come from Kalgan, bringing 
Mr. Spfagu§'s cow and calf, and report- 
ing our hsuees not burned, two soldiers 
aod four yaman rnnners watching 
them and all peaceful in the city. We 
are cheered by this new's, and by the 
fact that our Christians and pupila 
escaped wjthout.harm. We are anxious 
to hear about the situation in Peking. 


"Hara Oso, Mongolia, June 13.—I ex- 


pect to leave here for Urga in a very 
few days with the Larsons, Soderboms, 
Lundquists and Miss Engh. Mr. and 
Mrs. Sprague, Mr. Williams and Dr. 
Murdock will return to Kalgan if pos- 
sible, but go with us to Urga If they 
must 
There is great 
excitement 


among the Mongols here, and they 
don't want us here, and,I shall be glad 
to get away."

"I hope the latter may have cabled

We are 
Extremely sorry that the Christiana in 
Tung-Chow have been killed and wonder 
how many, and that those beautiful 
buildings have been burned, probably 
the college,'the buildings there and in 
the city, and the beautiful new chapel 
BJG all gone. 


"Monday afternoon a great effort 


was made to send us from the yamen 
to some place on the Pien Lu Chlch 
street in the lower city. We refused 
to go, but were told that a big official 
hod commanded It In the morning wo 
were asked what we wantep to ask of 
the big man. I wished to ask him to 
eend us to the Russian consul at Urga, 
but Mr. Sprague and Mr. Williams per- 
suaded me to ask only to'be sent to 
tbe Tou Tal officials with a guard., 
[When they tried to move us to the low- 
er city, I proposed a compromise, that 
they send us Into Mongolia on Monday 
evening, which they agreed to do. It 
was the 
fifteenth day of the 
fifth 


month, and the streets were full of 
leisure people, so the yamen men wait- 
ed until & late hoar'before sending us 
away. As we were beginning supper, 
they moved us and our large amount 
of baggage to a different house In the 
yanien, nearer the gate. 


"At 12:25 o'clock we started for Mon- 


golia with one small and two largo 
carts, Spraguo on his horse Yu Ya Ke 
and I on yamen horses and some sol- 
diers to bring ue to Tou Tal and a 
great number 04 soldiers and yamen 
runners to escort us safely out of tbe 
great gates. Besides the lot of bag- 
gage on the carts, Spr.iguc had eight 
large boxes and trunks which he had

ERY. 


Joseph H. Montgomery, one of this 


town's oldest restdants. a business 
man), veteran of the en il wai and mem- 
ber of George B. Sayles post, G. A. R-, 
died at his home, the Berkshire Ian., 
on Pleasant street, this morning at 4.20 
o'clock." He had been ill for 
a. long 


time but had been able to be about the 
house until last Sunday when he be- 
came urfconsoious and his death was 
expected at any moment. Death was 
due to Bright's disease. 


I\Ir. Montgomery was born in Pow- 


nal, Vt., 54 years ago the 27th of last 
October, son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Montgomery. At the. age of four years 
lie came with his parents to this town 
antd had always lived here. September 
20, 1881, he enlisted -with Captain San- 
ford of North Adams in Company H, 
qf the 27th Massachusetts volunteers 
and served for three years in the war 
of the rebellion. He re-enlisted at the 
end WE that time and was honbrably 
discharged June 26, 1865. He was a 
typical soldier, brave and fearless and 
distinguished himself in several bat- 
tles. It was he who located t£e bodv 
of Ca.pt. Sanford, after the latter was 
killed. Nothing-save Mr. Montgomery's 
education kept him from being made a 
captatrA His war record was of the 
best and he bc*e marks of service in 
the loss 'of several fingers. 


When Mr. Montgomery 
returned 


from the war he was employed for a. 
time as a watchman at Adams Bros. 
mill In Maple Grove. He married Miss 
Sarah J. "Wheelock 'of this town. He 
engaged in the fish business and later 
in the hotel business. He conducted a 
hotel, fish market and pool room where 
the Adams House now stands on Myr- 
tle street for three years and for the 
past flv« years has run the Berkshire 
In-j. 


Mr. Mongomery was a jovial man, 


honest and hard working:; hs was a. 
good citizen and a true American. He 
rarely £ix»ke of his own valor in the 
war but was a friend to everv comrade 
and soldier.

Bnt even If we had 
not dUputed Spain's title she could 
transfer no greater title than she had, 
and her tiUe WUB based,on force alone., 
We cannot defend euch a tttJe, but as 
Spain gave-us a quit claim deed -we 
can honorably turn the property over 
to the party in posseBfiion. Whether 
any American omcial gave the Fili- 
pinos formal assurance of indepen- 
dence Is not material. There can be 
no donbt that we accepted aud utilized 
the s»rvl<j«s of the Fillpteob, and that 
•when TVC did so we had full knowledge 
that thej. were fighting for their own 
Independance, and I submit that his- 
tory furnishes no example of turpitude 
baser than ours if we now substitute 
our yoke for the Spanish yoke. 


Let us consider briefly, the reasons 


which havt been given in support of 
an imperialistic policy. Some say that 
It is our duty to hold the Philippine 
islanfls. But duty is-wt an argument; 
It is a, conclusion. To ascertain what 
our duty is in any emergency w* must 
apply well settled and generally ac- 
cepted principles. It IB our duty to 
avoid stealing, no matter whether the 
thing to oe stolen is of great or little 
value. Every one recognizes the obliga- 
tion imposed upon Individuals to ob- 
serve both the nuroan and moral law; 
but as some deny the application of 
those Ifrws to nations it may not be out 
of place to quote th& opinion of oth- 
ers. Jefferson, than wiom there Is no 
higher nqlitical authority, eald: "I 
know of bwt one ood» of morality for 
men, wbettoer acting singly or col- 
leotKely." Franklin, whose learning, 
wisdom and virtw« are a part of the 
priceless legacy bequeathed to us from 
the revolutionary days, expressed tbe 
same idea in even stronger language 
when he said: "Justice is as strictly 
du* between neighbor tuitions as be- 
tween neighbor citizens. * * *"

AIio th,o Contention -*hat Filipinos Cannot 


CAovem Themnrtre«. 


If 4t Is said that wert^ave assumed 


before th« w^sM obligations which 
mak,e it necessary for us to perma- 
nently maintain a government m the 
Philippine islands, I reply, first, that 
the highest ofcMgftttcs of this Katies 
is to be true to itsaff. No>0bligatlon to 
any particulaf notion, or-to all nationa 
combine^, can require the abandon- 
ment of our tHeOry of'government and 
the "subslitutiop of- doctrlaes agair^t 
which our Whole n^onaljlfe has becu 
a protest. And, second, that our obh- 
. gations to the F»ipljioa who inhabit 
the islands are greater than any obli- 
gation which we aan owe to foreigners 
who ba,ye a temporary residence in tho 
Philippines or desire to trade there. 


It is argued by some that the Fili- 


pinos are incapable of self-government 
and that -therefore we owe it to the 
world to take control of them. Ad- 
miral Dewey, in an official report to 
the navy department, declared the Fili- 
pinos more capable of salf-government 
than theCnbaos,»nd said that he based 
his opinion upon a knowledge of both 
races. But "I 'rttfjl not nest the case tipon 
the relative advancement of the Fili- 
pinos. |ie»ry Clay, in defending the 
rights of the people of South America 
to self-government, said: "It is the 
doctrine of thrones that man is too ig- 
norant to govern himself." * * *I 
contend that it is to arraign the dispo- 
sition of Providence Himself to -sup- 
pose that He has created beings inca- 
pable of governing themselves, and to 
be trampled on by kings. Self-govern- 
ment is the natural government of 
men." 
Clay was right * • * Once ad- 


mit that some people are capable of 
self-government and that others are 
not, and that ttie capable people have 
a rigbt to seize upon and govern the 
incapable, and you make force—brute 
force—the onty foundation of govern- 
ment and Invite'the reign of the deepot. 


Repulfllcans asft: "Shaft we haul 


down the flag that -Scats over our dead 
in the<Ph1llppines?" The same ques- 
tion might have been aaked when the 
Amerfean flag floated over Chapulte- 
pec and wavefl over the dead who fell 
there; but the tourist who visits the 
City of MeaSco finds there a national 
cemetery owned T)y the United States 
and cared feir by an American citizen.

Comment on tho Principal Argument* of 


the F«rtr In Power. 


advanced by those who anter upon a 
defense of imperialism are: 


First: Thut \ve must improve the 


present cmpoituuity to become a world 
p«wer «nd enter iuto international pol- 
itics. 


Second: That our commercial inter- 


ests in the Philippine islands and in 
•the Orient make it necessary for us to 
bold the islands permanently. 


Tbftfd: That the spread of the Chris- 


tian religion will be facilitated by a 
colonial policy. 
Fourth: That there is no benora'ble 


retreat from the posittoa wakb. tho 
nation has taken. 


The first argument is addressed to 


the nation's pride and tha second to the 
nation's pooket-book. The third is in- 
teudt3 for the church member and the 
fourth for the partisan. 


It is a sufficient answer to the first 


argument to say tfcut for more than a 
century this uuikm has been a world 
power. For ten decades it has been 
the most potent influence in the world. 
Not only hftfi it been a> -world power, 
but it has done more to affect t&e poll- 
tics of the tjuman race than all the oth- 
er nations of the world combined. Be- 
cause our Declaration of Independence 
was promulgated others have been pro- 
mulgated; because the patriots of 1776 
fought for liberty others have fought 
for it; because our constitution was 
adopted other couaUtutons have been 
adopted. The growth of the principle 
of sell-government, planted on Ameri- 
can soil, has fieen the over-shadowing 
political fact of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. * * * 


The permanent chairman of the last 


Republican national convention pre- 
sented the pecuniary argument in all 
its baldness, when he said: "We make 
no hypocritical pretenses of being 
inte*e9|£d m the Philippines solely on 
account <rf others. While we regard the 
welfare of these people as a sacred 
trust we r»ij»jd the welfare of the 
American /people fkst. -We see our duty 
to ourselves as well as to others. We 
believe in trade expansion. By every 
legitimate means within the province 
of government and 
constitution we 


mean to stimulate the expansion of 
our trade and open new markets." 
This is the commercial argument. It 
Is based upon the theciy that -war 
can be rightlj- waged for pecuniary 
advantage, aud that it is profitable to 
purchase trade by force and violence. 
Franklin denied both of these propo- 
sitions. * * * 


I plnoe the philosophy of Franklin 


against the sordid doctrine of those 
•who would put a price upon the life 
of an ^tmerioon soldier and justify a 
war of conquest upon the ground that 
It will pay. 
Tne Democratic party is 


in favor of tbe expansion of trade. It 
would extend our ft-ade by every legiti- 
mate and peaceful means; but it is not 
willing to make merchandise of human 
blood. 


But a war of conquest is as unwira 


as it is unrighteous. A harbor and 
coaling station in the Philippines 
•would answer every trade and mili- 
tary necessity and euch a concession 
could have been secured at any time 
without difficulty. 


It re not necessary to own people in 


order to trade with them. We carry 
on trade today with every part o* the 
world, and oar commerce has expand- 
ed more rapidly than the commerce of 
any European empire. « * » When 
trade is secured by force, ttoe cost of 
securing it and retaining it must be 
taken out of the profits, and the profits 
are never large enough to cover tbe ex- 
pense. Such a system would never be 
defended, but for the fact that tie ex- 
pense is borne by all the people, while 
the profits are enjoyed by the few. 


Imperialism mufld be profitable to 


the army contractors; it would be prof- 
itable to the ship-owners, who would 
carry live soldiers to the Philippines 
and bring dead soldiers back; it would 
be profitable to those who would seize 
upon the franchises, and it would be 
profitable to tt» officials whose salaries 
would be fixed here and paid over 
there; but to the fanner, to the labor- 
ing man, and to th.e vast majority of 
those engaged in other occupations, it 
would bring expenditure without re- 
turn and risk -without reward. 


Farmers and laboring men have, as 


a rale, small incomes and under sys- 
tems which place the tax upon con- 
sumption pay more than their fair 
Share of the expanses of government. 
Thus the very people who receive least 
benefit from Imperialism will be in- 
jured most by the military burdens 
which accompany it. * * * It is 
not strange, therefore, that tbe labor 
organizations have l»een quick to note 
the approach of these dangers and 
prompt to protect against both rnllitarv 
ism and imperialism. 


The pecuniary angument, though- 


more effecttae with certain classes, i» 
not Hkoly to be used so often or pre- 
sented with so much emphasis as the 
religious argument. If what has been 
termed the "gunpowder gospel" were 
urg«d 
against the Filipinos only it 


would be a sufficient answer to say 
that a majority of the Filipinos arc 
now members of one branch of the 
Christian church, tmt tfce principle In- 
volved is one of much wider applica- 
tion and challenges serious considera- 
tion. 


We cannot approve «f this doctrine 


in one place unless we are willing to 
apply it everywhere. If there is poison 
in the blood of the Land it will ultimate- 
ly reach the heart. It is equally true 
that forcible Christianity, if planted 
under the American flag IB the far- 
away Orient, w4U sootier or later be 
transplanted 
upon American soil. 


* * * Let it be bnown that our mis- 
sionaries are seeking souls instead of 
sovereignty; let it be known that in- 
stead of being the advance guard of 
conquering awnies, they are going 
forth to help aud.to uplift, * * 
s 


and the welcome given to our mission- 
aries wlH be more cordial than the 
welcome extended to the missionaries. 
of any other nation. 


The argument, made by some, thnl 


it was unfortunate for the nation that 
It had anything to do wlh he Philip- 
pine islands, but that the naval victory 
at Mauila made the permanent acqui- 
sition of those islands necessary, is also 
unsound. We won a naval victory at 
Santiago, bnt that did not compel us 
to hold Cuba. The shedding of Ameri- 
can blood in the Philippine islands does 
not make it imperative that we should 
retain possession forever. 


There is an easy, honest, honorable 


solution of the Philippine question. It 
is set forth in the Democratic platform 
nnd it is submitted with confidence to 
the American people. This plan I un- 
reservedly indorse. If elpcted, I shall 
convene congress In extraordinary ses- 
sion as soon as I am inaugurated, and 
recommend an Immediate declaration 
of the nation's purpote—first, to estab- 
lish a stable form of government ID the 
Philippine islands, just as we are now 
establishing a stable form of govern- 
ment in the island of Cuba; second, to

well of the board Is sending out circu- 
lars to the supposed owners of such 
property, whose names have been given 
to the secretary toy the assessors of the 
several cities and towns. The circu- 
t(> the aassssors was the- first step of the 
investigation. This circular to the own- 
ers- is th* second. 


A part of the circular says: "If you 


desire ta die-poso of the property by the 
aid of this office, in the manner ITO- 
posed, please answer the 
folio-wing 


questions in regard to the same, sub- 
scribe to the affidavit below before a 
justice of the reace and forward it in 
the inclosed envelope. A catalogue of 
such property, with description a,nd 
price-, together with oth^r matter of in- 
terest to would-be purchasers, will be 
printed and widely distributed. There- 
will be no •e'xpense to the owners of the 
property." 


The information which the owner is 


required to give mcludes the- town in 
whirh the pror>ertj*is situated, the &\s- 
tance from the nearest posrtoffico, with 
the name of the office, the nearest rail- 
roa'd station and its name, the total 
acres and a description of tho farm 
and buildings. 


The last catalogue was issued in De- 


cember, 1897. 
In preparing the new 


edition it is found that many of those 
then list »"• have been sold. Communi- 
cation has been had with the purchas- 
ers, and in everv case but one or two 
they have replied that they got a sood 
bargain, by their purchase of the partly 
abandoned farm. So it looks as if the 
effort of the state to procure resident 
owners for these abandoned farms had 
been successful lo a lars« extent.
